' DESTRUCTION OF THE SENTINEL 
OFPFICH. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
NOCLOUE TO THE PERPETRATORS. 

In oyr yestertiay’s Isste we gave Dp 

brief account cf the destruction of the 
* Sentinel’ office insmediately after its 
occurrence, | 
We visited carly in the morning the 
ruins, and found workmen engaged in 
removing the deiris and accumulating 
all that was worth saving. The large, 
tine Hoe Power Press is utterly worth- 
Tt seems that a large quantity of 
powder was pinced immediately under 
this press, as its destruction was com- 
plete. The entire roof of the press 
room was blown off, some of the tims 
bers being thrown «a distance of more 
than three hundred yards from the 
spot 

In the composing room it seems that 
another keg or kegs of powder were 
yaced, which communicated with that 
in the press room, as many of the cases 
were thrown over, the windows, sash 
and doors blown out and torn to splin- 
ters, the plastering and even the lathes, 
were broken Gown and the entire build- 
ing irreparably injured, 

Under a small Job Press in the com- 
pasing room of the Job Department, we 
found about three pounds of powder 
lying loose in a paper, with a slow 
match or fuse embedded in if, that 
communicated with the window that 
opened in the old Gales’ lot. 

Early yesterday morning Mr. Turner, 
with his force of workmen, went to 
work, with what was left, and by extra 
efforts was enabled to get out a half 
sheet of the-“* Sentinel” in due time for 
his western mail yesterday evening and 
his eastern, northern and southern mail 
this morning. 

As yet no clue to the perpetrators of 
this most infamous and heinous out 
rage has been obtained, though there 
is no doubt but that it was conceived, 
concocted and carried out by the pri- 
vate enemies of Mr. Turner. 

The press and type were probably 
insured, but we learn that the Agent 
has decided that as there was no confla- 
gration, the insurance cannot be paid. 

A large number of citizens visited the 
ruins yesterday who gazed sadly upon 
the scene of destruction. We heard but 
one expression, that of extreme indigna. 
tion of the fiendish outrage. 

The press of the city generally went 
forward and offered Mr. Turner the 
use of their offices till his injuries could 
be reparied. 

We hope the “Sentinel” will 
recover from its mistoriuuc, and con- 
tinue its good fight for Constitution 
reform and government. 

Te show the general sentiment In the 
community in regard to the outrage, 
the City Commissioners held a special 
meeting yesterday evening and author 
ized the Mayor to offer a reward of $500 
for.the arrest of the perpetrators. We also 
copy in full the following aiticle from 
the editorial columns of the ra, in its 
evening edition of yesterday: 

“The blowing up of the ‘Sentinel’ 
office on Thursday night was a dastard- 
ly outrage that cannot be too severely 
denounced by the entire press and peo- 
ple of this community as well! as of the 
whole State and country. 

“ Whoever may have been the parties, 
or whatever the motive or provocation, 
the fact discloses a disordered and dan- 
gerous state of things among us, which 
if not checked may lead to serious con- 
sequences alarming to the whole coun- 
try. 

“Whether to gratify personal malice 
or political hate, the perpetrator of this 
ouirage is guilty of one of the highest 
crimes against the whole community, 
and especially against the party 
in oppositior to the party of 
which the ‘ Sentinel ’ was an organ, for 
in these days when political feeling is 
running so high, a secret outrage of this 
sort on a prominent member of one 
party, is apt to be charged, by a portion 
of the community, to the opposite party. 
“We were congratulating ourselyes 
on the apparently increasing good feel- 
ing inthe community. Fer a period of 
some weeks the press of the city of all 
parties has virtually abstained irom per- 
sonal warfare, and nothing has of late 
appeared to urouse the passions of any 
one, and we hoped that we had reached 
a pointin our political discussion and 
the conduct of parties and presses where 
tc passions of men would be no longer 
appealed to and personal journalism 
should disappear trom the State alto 
gether. 

“The Republican party has been thus 
far triumphant in nearly every election 
held, and the November — election 
throughout the country has been virtu- 
ally settled in favor ot the Republicans. 
We are all in the best possible humor ; 


ical situation to drive any Republican 
to desperation ; as a parly we are ina 
condition to cultivate the most friendly 
relations and generous good feeling to- 
ward each and every individual mem 
ber of the party over which we have 
so siginaliy triumphed. Hence we do 
not believe that this outiage has been 
perpetrated for political :eagsons or to 
serve partisan encs; but in the name of 
the entire Republican party of the State 
we positively denounce and condemn it. 
In the interests of peace and good order 
of this community we denounce it. 

“We insis: upon a full and searching 
investigation ioto the affair, and are 
assured that time will show this out- 
rage to have proceeded from the pur- 
poses of personal revenge, and the 
sooner the criminal can be brought to 
justice and to punishishment, the better 
for all the people and every interest of 
the community.”

French Affairs. 
Panis, October 10. 


Permanent Commission of Assembly 
to-day held an impertant meeting at 
which President Thiers was present. 
Matters were discussed on which there 
was considerable conflict of Opinion. 
Gambetta’s political tour and speeches 
in the Provinces, and assaults recently 
made on Pilgrims, who continue to 
flock to witness the miracle of the Vir-. 
gin, were regarded by some of the mefm- 
bers as likely to Iead to trouble. Pres. 
dent Thiers expressed indignation at 
the outrageous treatment of the Pil- 
crims, which he regarded as an attack 
on Catholic religion and national ferm 
of worship. He warmly condemned 
the course of M. aambetta, who he said 
was trying to divide the nation and 
render the position of the Government 
abroad more difficult. Thiers who 
seemed to be inclined to break with the 
rest, still clung to the Republic, and his 
positive declarations in favor of that 
form of government were received with 
laughter by Monarchists of the Com- 
mission. ‘The report that Prince Napo- 
leon intended to return to France and 
possibly resume his residence in Paris, 
was also considered. President Thiers 
informed the Commission that he had 
expressed his disapproval of such step, 
and had taken meansto prevent the 
Prince from carrying his intention into 
efiect. 


Anniversary of Cuban Independcnce 
—Incidents at the dealhebed of W. 
II. Seward, 


New York, Oct. 11. 


The fourth anniversary declaration of 
Cuban Independence was celebrated 
af, the Cooper Institute, Charles A. 
Danna presided. It was a big aflair. 

Soldiers killed seventeen Indians on 
the war path in Arizona, whose stores 
showed recentyissue of rations from the 
govment. 

Seward had a tertian ague with 
catarrhal complication and muscular 
palsy. Mr. Seward’s intellectual fac- 
ulties were clear and vigorous to the 
last, save when$disturbed by parox- 
isms of fever.

A Proclamation : 

WHEREAS, the revolution of another 
year has again brought the time whea 
t is usual to look back upon the 
and publicly to thank the Almighty for 
his mercies and his blessings; and 
whereas, 1f any one people has more 
occasion than another for such thank- 
fulness, it is the citizens of the United 
States, whose government is their crea- 
ture, subject to their behests, who have 
reserved to themselves ample civil and 
religious freedom and equality before 
the law, who, dunng the last twelve 
months have esjoyed exemption from 
any grievous or general calamity, and to 


whom prosperity in agriculture, manu- 
— and commerce has been vouch- 
safed. 


Now therefore by consequence of 
these considerations, I recommend that 
on Thursday, the 28th day of Novem- 
ber next, the people meet in their res- 
pective places of worship and there 
make their acknowledgments to God 
for his kindness and bounty. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this 
11th day of October in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-two, and of the independence 
of the United States the ninety-seventh.

THE MEETING ON THURSDAY. 
We gave in yesterday’s issue an ac - 
count of the meeting held in this city 
last Thursday, by leading members of 
the Conservative and Liberal Republi- 
can parties, to consult in regard to the 
propriety of contesting the State elec- 
tion: 

After a full and free interchange of 
opinion, the sentiment was unanimous 
that there should be no abandonment 
of the purpose to contest, but on the 
other hand it was determiued that the 
work of investigation should be prose- 
cuted with renewed vigor. 

Reports were read from a large num- 
ber of counties, but as several had made 
no report at all, it was deemed best not 
to give notice to the opposing candi- 
dates, until a complete and thorough 
investigation in every county had been 
made. 

A number of cases of open and posi- 
tive fraud were disclosed, as well as 
gross violations of the law and fatal 
irregularities, but we do not deem it 
proper to make a full statement on these 
points until the iabors of the Central 
Executive Committee have been con- 
cluded. 

A number of instances of fraud have 
been sent in without any supporting 
evidence, and several counties where 
rumors of violation of the election law 
are current, have not reported at all. 

It is earnestly desired that each town- 
ship in the State that has not done so 
already, shall send to the Central Exe 
cutive Committee every instance of 
improper voting—with details of the 
evidence of the illegality. These re- 
ports should be forwarded at once so 
that the Committce may be prepared to 
make a full statement from every county, 
by the time the Legislature meets. 

Our party will proceed prudently but 
firmly and discrcetly. 

The people demand that the purity 
of the ballot be preserved, and to that 
end, it is the desire of the Committee 
to be placed in possession of all the 
facts relating to the frauds, to terret 
them out, so as to enable the Legislature 
to take such steps as justice and the 
popular will and verdict demand. 

Of the candidates on our State ticket, 
there were present Judge Merrimon, 
Major Hughes, Major Graham, Mr. Jos. 
Separk and Mr. Womack. The views 
of these gentlemen seemed to be in en- 
tire accord in regard to their duty in the 
premises—from which they will not 
shrink under any circumstances.

The two boys succeeded 
in rescuing the horse and stock in the 
stable, but when the other portion of the 
family came to the barn, they missed 
one of the boys, named Napoleon P., 
when his distressed father calling aloud 
for him, he appeared at the “mow-hole,” 
enveloped in flames, but went back and 
threw himself down on the barn floor, 
all his clothes having been burnt from 
his body. He was carried to the house 
where he suffered until about half-past 
six o'clock in the morning, and expired. 
Ile was conscious to the last, but his 
eye-sight was destroyed by the fire, 
and could only recognize persons by 
their voice. His age was 12 years, 4 
months and 21 days. 

“Origin of the fire unknown, bat sup- 
posed to have been accidental, one of 
the boys having had matches about his 
person when he entered the barn.”
